Masterworks by renowned Euro-
pean and American artists, includ-
ing the only painting by Leonardo 
da Vinci in the Americas and the 
largest mobile ever created by Alex-
ander Calder, await visitors to the 
National Gallery of Art, one of the 
world’s preeminent art museums. 
The Gallery’s collection of paint-
ings, drawings, prints, photographs, 
sculpture, medals, and decorative 
arts traces the development of 
Western art from the Middle Ages 
to the present.

Richard Koszarski, author of Holly-
wood on the Hudson: Film and Tele-
vision in New York from Griffith to 
Sarnoff, discusses the development 
of American documentary film-
making style in New York during 
the 1930s with examples that range 
from the Film & Photo League’s 
short subjects to the March of 
Time series, and The Ramparts We 
Watch, a hybrid of nonfiction and 
quasi-dramatic filmmaking.

Two in the Wave  
with Godard Interview

Two in the Wave (Les deux de la
